The letters hs had planned to write would have urged 
negotlatlona to end the war. 

However, the conference in the main, dealt with 
getting statements from persons of Influence backing King's 
right to speak out as he did and counteracting the criticism 
he has received. 

According to the source, discussion was had on 
the possibility of getting "The New York Times" to print an 
editorial supporting King's right to speak out on Vietnam. It 
was agreed that Harry Wachtel should make every effort to 
persuade the paper to print the editorial. 

Bayard Rustin, the source said, was designated to 
see Senator Paul Douglas of Illinois in an effort to persuade 
him to make a statement supporting King's right to speak out 
on the war in Vietnam. Although it was acknowledged that 
Douglas has opposed the seating of Red China In the United 

Nations, it was believed that he would support King since 
the issue of Vietnam was a moral one. 

It was decided that various publications, specifically, 
"The Nation/' the "Saturday Review," and the 'Christian Centur^, 
would be requested to print articles and editorials supporting 
King, 

King, after listening to the various opinions and 
decisions of his advisors, said it should be made clear that 
heves not turning his attention from the civil rights movement. 
He said, however, he realized that his "star is waning" 
because of his statements on Vietnam; that he wants to 
temporarily put the Vietnam issue behind him; that the central 
issue for him is civil rights, but that he would speak out 
when he considered it necessary.

The source advised on September 13, 1965, that 
Harry Wachtel and Bayard Rustln were In contact on that date, 
concerning King's diiemua over Vietnam. It was agreed that the 
country needs a voice to speak on the subject but not in the 

person of King. Wachtel thoaglit King's statements on the 
subject were wholesome, stimulating and valuable. Rustln 
concurred, adding, however, that he (King) could not continue 
to make statements on foreign policy because "they are going 
to come down on him like a house on fire (his opponents)." 

Wachtel said it was imperative that King come out 
with some dramatic domestic Issue in order to off set the 
bad publicity he has received. He suggested a program be 
instituted to defeat Governor George Wallace of Alabama in 
1966, and a program to enroll more Negroes to vote In the 
South. 

Rustln said in regard to King's remarks on Vietnam 
and foreign policy that Negroes were saying, "China is not 
our problem-we have no freedom here. He had better get off the 
China issue and help us solve our problems." Ruatin said he 
was not concerned about the criticism of King by Roy Wllklns 
Secretary of the National Association for the Advancement of 
olored People, NAACP) and James Parmer (Director of the Congress 
of Racial Equality, CORE), but was very much concerned about 
what the simple Negroes feel.

Martin Luther King was in Puerto Rico lesi than 24 hours. 
On« would have expected Dr. King, leader of the non-violent 
Negro protest, to have demonstroted bitternesi or remorie ot the 
racial violence errupted in Loj Angeles. But on the controry. He, 
emitted to anyone in hif presence q sense of greatness, -strength 
ond terer^ity. 

In the Wettefn World, we describe King as o "great mon."« 
His achievement it remarkable. He hos led ond personified o 
movement that has resulted in the obolition of legal rociol pre- 
judice in the United States. The history books will credit King 
with moving o notion to such legislotive occomplishmenfs os the 
1964 Civil Rights Act and the 1965 Voting Rights Act Al 35, 
King was the your>flest ever to receive the Nobel Peoce Prite. 

But having spent a day with him lost Sunday, I would de- 
scribe King in Eastern terms. The rnore I looked at him, the more 
I was reminded of a Suddno. Suddna tneans "The Enlightened 
One." Buddha statues most often consist of huge, round, stone 
carvings of o foce in complete repose. Nirvana is a state of ob- 
solute serenity; it is reached by drowning in oneself oil desire 
which is the source of all evil. King's foce physically resembles 
a Buddho; sweeping, round lines and very full lips. But it was 
his look, the incarnation of one who has achieved inner peace. 

He arrived late Saturdoy afternoon. Mobbed by newsmen, 
he answered questions one by one as they were fired at him. He 
agreed to on on-the-spot interview, rcprded and filmed by a. 
local TV station. As he walked to'words the terminal, a burly air- 
line worker, dressed in overalls, broke in through the crowd to 
grasp King's hond and whisper into his eor. King smiled, oricj 
patted the worker on his bock. 

King was invited lo speak befpre the World Convention of 
Churches of Christ that Saturday night. Apparently, within the 
Commonwealth government, it wos the legisloture that assumed 
the tofk of officiolly ottending King. Legislative leaders met King 
at the airport. A breakfott in his honor was arronged for Sunday 
morning. 

King arrived at the breakfast obout 10 a.m. Again he wos 
Mjrrounded bv rer^srfer* srid phgtcgraphers, He spoke freely 
on the lot Angeles riots, saying again ond again that he repu- 
dioted the violence but fully understood why the riott occurred. 
Neither speeches by himself, or the President, or Billy Graham 
will prevent the riots, he toid, unless the basic economic ills are 
massively attacked. 

Repeatedly, islond politicians asked King to pose for a 
photograph with them. Each time he agreed. He posed for over 
twenty shots, someKmes with groups of ten or fifteen packed 
tightly oround him. 

He shook hondt with everyone that approached him, looking 
of rhem with in'teresr in his eyes as if they hod been oid friends.i 
He was introduced to several African Point-Four visitors to the 
islond. More photographs. The reporters closed in again. Finally 
Kino was token awov in order for the breakfast to begin. ^ 
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I It wot, it iMKied to me, an odd scene. Probably throug'h 
ipoor planning, about one-third of the tablet was empty. Notably 
obtenf were ex-Gov. Munoz, Jnvited ot a tenotor and high o - 

gficiaU of the Catholic Church. Although Secretary of Stote Cort<:« 
Laitra wot pretent, he wqj never ocl<nowledged as the repre- 
lentotive of Gov. Sanchez. I had somewhat embarrassing feelings: 
this it not the way. I felt, thot Puerto Rico should "honor" thit 
Nobel Prize winner. 

But there was no trace of thit feeling in King's face. Instead 
he delivered a long, extemporaneous speech beginning with the 

1 history of the "American Dream," on to the tragic controdiction' 
of Negro slavery, to the first bos boycott in Montgomery, Ala., to 
Los Angeles and finally io (he significance of Vietnam in th« 

' world today. It wot an excellent speech, beautifully and power' 

fiilly delivered. ; 
Here was a Negro wilhoul remorse: not even wfaee> lie wkflr 



<fescrtbed the incredible humiliation of tite Negro derittg 203 
yeors of American history; when it wot a crinc to teodi a Negrp 
to read or write, when it wot illegal for Negroes Io atarrf, when 
Negro women had to offer their bodies to Ikeir while aMHlers, 
later to have their children snatched owoy froei Ibeai. 

Throughout his speech, 1 was struck by his profound belief 
in American democratic principles, In the "Americae drtnw" Ihot 
"oil men ore created equal." Again and again he expressed his 
absolute optimism that the Unifed States will live up to Is original 
promise to itself and to the world. 

'"Segregation it dead," King soid, tndirwdy n t lwriog to 
the Los Angeles riots. "Now the question b wfief wil be the cost 
of the funerol." 

After his speech, most of the audience cam* sp h> him to 
osk for hit autograph. For about 20 minutes he signed kis nome 
on piecet of paper; then he rushed off to WIPB-TV Ibr fibning 
of an Ante La Prenta televised prett conference. While he waited 
for the program to be arranged, he sat with M«ie reporte't 
c^ound him ond spoke in detail on just what hind of economk 
program is needed to begin "solvir^g the Negro proWeei." 

It has to be, he said, much bigger thon the New Deal. "Kl- 
I'lpnt and billions," he said, would be required. A beginning, he 
added, would be to staff the hundreds of hospitais ritat lodoy 
lorely need personnel. But the bulk would be huge p iogro n of 
public works. 

The progroffl began with a panel of five island aew tp o p er- 
men. Strongely enough, none of the first ten questioiH were on 
the Los Angeles riots. But King answered oil questions seiiowtly, 
even one concerning the possibility of President Kennedy being 
assassinated by on "onti-F^egro" organization. 

Immediately after the program, was anoihe* t e le v i sed inter- 
view, this one for a U.S. newt service. Speoking in Ihe same 
slow, heavy but pleasant voice, King answered Ihe questions. It 
was ofterl :00 p.m. and he was scheduled to be ot Ihe oirporl at 
two. As he walked out of the studio, we found there wos no one 
to toke him to the oirport. Jock Delone, WIPR tl^on diredor, 
volunteered to drive him out. 

But once more the reporters surrounded King at he walked 
towards the car. This time King made on importonl revelation. He 
said that he had visited los Angeles last month and predicted 
the rioti. He had told white and Negro leaders that miIcm Ihe^ 
h^ld a civil rights demonstration, there woold be wtdenc*. 
I onicolfy, he soid, the day before the riots, he received a tefegror^i 
f 'om a Lot Angeles Negro leader toying Ihot they bod agree H 
td a march.

King, OS perhaps all great men, evokes a sense of myttery. 
What is it about him; what makes him a truly rare huwon being? 
In \962, Time Mogotine attempted to express the ehisiveness of 
this man's magical leadership and mystique. King wras the first 
Negro to be nomed Man of the Year by Tieie; but as one read 
the Time story one felt that not even the mogoxinc oouW ade- 
quately pin down King's quality. 

Certainly the answer lies within his Christian failh. As Time 
put it: "It it with on inner strength so tenaciously rooted in 
Chrish'sn soneepis thot King hot mode himself the uochollenged 
voice of the Negro people — ond the ditquieting conscience of 
the whites." But it teems to me, there is more; there is in his look 
end in his manner on old Buddhist teaching, re«^Ntii»g someone 
vho is wronged, to say to himself: ' 

"My mind sholl not be disturbed; no angry vrords shall 
escape my lips; I will remain kind and friendly, with loving 
thoughts ond no secret spite."

"I proposed a civil rights de- 
monstration for the purpose of 
distilling frustration," the pnes- 
ident of the Southern Christian 
leadership Conference said.

Negro leaders not to march." 

Neverthlesa King said be re- 
ceived a telegram last Tuesday or 
Wednesday —Just before the riot- 
ing started — advising him that 
there would be a march, after all.

unquestioned competence In the field of civil 
rights, but he has absolutely no competence

King said he was convinced that the press was 
also bejng stacked against him. He said he had already 
received unkind editorials on what he said; one. King 
said, went so far as to say that he was "power drunk"; 
another went on to say that since he received the Nobel 
Prize, he had "let it go to his head."|||g||||p 

According to the source. King was very distraught 
over the bad publicity and criticism and as a consequence, 
said he was not strong enough to carry on two struggles 
at the same time: the civil rights struggle, and the 
Vietnam peace struggle. He said the fact Is that the public 
Is not ready to digest the truth (on Vietnam and China), 
therefore, "they are gdig to cut me down." He said In 
view of this, he wanted their opinions on three things, 
specifically: on how to get across to the public that 
he is not alone in his position (on Vietnam and China); 
on how to deal with the Dodd statement; and his plan to 
write letters to the heads of States Involved In the Vietnam 
struggle. 
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With reference to the letter writing campaign. King 
said he had to conceive some graceful means whereby he could 
withdraw, since he was convinced that his plea for peace 
would be rebuffed by Ho Chi Minh. He said he must forget the 
peace Issue and get back to work in the civil rights field. 
He said he had ccncluded that he "cannot battle these forces 
who are out to defeat my influence." "They," King said, "will 
take the Communist China thing and what Dodd said and use it 
to say I am under the influence of Communists, which may 
confuse some of our supporters and contributors."; 



Following King's statement, all expressed their 
opinions on the course of action to follow. However, it 
wfig the opinions of Levlson and Wachtel which were favorably 
received. They said King should answer by stating tha« "he 
had spoken his pVece and had never purported to lead this 
struggle and now I'm going back to my regular work." 



With reference to the criticism of Senator Dodd, 
all of King's advisers concurred that he should be answered. 
It was felt that Dodd should be taken to task by someone 
from Connecticut, preferably the Dean of the Yale Law School, 
and others from Yale. 



King said the average mind is not sophisticated enough 
to anaVze Dodd's statement and what it means. If they were 
sophisticated enough, they would know that Dodd is the "strongest 

supporter of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and its invaoion 
of privacy, and the House Un-American Activities Committee," King 
remr.rked. 



According to the source, the conference ended v'ith 
a;: agreement that a national campaign would be started to enlist 
the aid of prominent Government, church and civil rights leaders 
to answer Dodd's criticism of King. Furthermore* It was felt 
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that additional discussion should be had In this matter, 
prompting King to schedule another conference for the

Team participant!., including notable Protestant. Roman Catholic and Ipvi^li 
clergymen, issued a declaraliun outlining tticir reactions to the Vietnam ciy-is. A 
copy of Ihe declaration, which was sent to President Johnson, reads as follows: 

"We have visiied Vietnam 

"H'e hare mei wuh leaden, of many rcii^ious faiths and esrabli.'^lied re!aliiinshii>s 
which wc hope will be enduring and will improve underslandinf; and cooperation 
amonR us. H e liave talked also wilh Sludcnis. soldiers, news correspondenis, youiifi 
Vfdunteer workers, labor union leaders, teachers, ofiiaals of the United States and 
South Vietnam governments, defectors from the \ iel Conf;, neutralists, and sup- 
porters of North I'tetnam and the National Liberation Front, politicat arm of the 
Viet Conj;. K'e have visited in Saigon and in the provimes and have walked the 
streets of towns and hamlets within the sound and .sight of gunfire and still activel) 
contested by the combatants. 

"t\'e lune found a deeply complicated situation in wliith we could not judge 
either side to be wholly right or wholly wrong;. have received differing sets r>/ 
data relative lo each side, and these seem to be irreconcilable in the midst of war. 
Whatever the origins of the war, rooted in violations of the 1954 Geneva Accords 
and other historical developments, both sides are now irtjpped by their own inter-

We have been 
moved too by the passionate and repeated expressions of concern by persons on 
both sides thai the war must be brought to an end.

"Americans must realize what the agonies of the Vietnamese people have ' 
during the past Iweniv-five years of war. We contemplate with abhorre- 
prospect of the coniinualion of that war, lo say nothing of its escalation. M e , \ 
equate peace wilh the .simple absence of military conflict: true peace is insepn', , 
from justice. We recognize that there ore issues in Vietnam of justice, frecilom 
and the need for six ial change, but we deplore the way in which major powers )ui\i 
used and are using the villages of Vietnam as a testing ground for ideological /k'.vi- 
iions such as 'wars of national liberation' or 'conlainmeni of communism by military 
force.'

"The achievement of a cease-fire and Ihe selling up ol peace-keeping machinery 
are only the prologue to the great work oj healing and international cooperation 
thai must jollow Large-scale programs like the Mekong River development project 
and small-scale person-to-person and group-lo-group projects, both governmfn/al 
and non-governmentai , are natural slept in this direction. Such prugrams should be 
increasingly international in conception and direction and on invitation from the 
recipient country, niih personnel grounded in the lun^tiage and customs of the peo- 
ple with whom they will work as e<fual partners in a c&mmon enterprise. 

"Creation oj a peacelul world retfuires acceptance at (he principle of common 
responsibility tinJ interdependence in the family of nations. War must he totally 
rejected, hut it is not enough lo seek peace: we must discover non-military forms of 
active involvement in the struggle for justice as well. 

"We have lived loo long within the traditional concepts of nation against nation, 
ideology again si ideology, race against race.

It appears that the MOMHf SAMUELS referred to is 
actually the Reverend MORRIS y j'^finmTi, a white Episcopalian 
minister in Los Angeles who participated in the Selma march 
and who has been active in civil rights in the Los Angeles 
area, and who has made one or more trips to the South in 
connection with civil rights demonstrations. As of the early 
part of 1965, SAMUEL was First Vice Chairman of the Los Angeles 
Chapter of CORE. h 

Reverend MORRIS V, SAMUEL was the subject of a LHM > 
furnished the Bureau dated 4/29/65> captioned UNKNOWN SUBJECT; f\ 
THREATS TO BOMB THE RESIDENCE OF REVEREND MORRIS V. SAMUEL, ^ 
1152 South Stoneman Avenue, Alhambra, California. At that 
time, SAMUEL resided at 1152 Stoneman Avenue, Alhambra, 
California, and was an ^Episcopalian minister, and at the time 
of the Selma marches, was reportedly in charge of the 
Episcopalian parish on the east side of Los Angeles. 

It was ascertained by telephone call on 8/27/65 
to the Episcopalian diocese in Los Angeles that the Reverend 
MORRIS V. SAMUEL is now connected with the Presbyterian 
project known as the Westminster Neighborhood Association, Inc.
